The Council met- again on Wednesday, 
when there were present : The Mayor, and 
Councillors Wright, Shanly, Jolly, Hayes, 
and Grant. ,y .- 

After the minutes had been read, and con- 
firmed, the- correspondence was read and 
considered. The outward consisted of one 
to Mf Brown, asking, hitn to give an imme- 
diate answer to'the Council m to what he 
intended doing with the' contract for the lay- 
ing of the pipes. : The iiiward consisted of 
one, in re the appointment of the Mayor as a 
J.P., in answer to one from: the Town-clerk. 
It was as follows' ‘ 

Wellington,' 30th December, 1873.' ' 

Sir,— I have the honour to schnowled.ge the 
receipt of your letter of tHe I7th lleoerabcr, 
1873. on the suhfect.of Mr James Dawkins, the 
newly-elected Mayor of Cromwell, not having 
been placed on the Commission of the Peace. 

In reply, T am directed by the Acting Colonial 
Secretary to inform yon that the gentleman 
elected as Mayor is not necessarily a Justice of 
the Peace. The Government exercise a discre- 
tion iu the matter, and it depends upon the posi- 
tion and occupation of the Mayor whether he is 
appointed or not.— I have the honour to be, 4c,,

Under-Secretary, 
TOWN RACE. 

Some considerable discussion took place as 
to the best plan to be adopted to secure a re- 
gular supply of water for the township. It 
was generally expressed by the Councillofs 
that it was imperative to keep the present 
supyly in as good order as possible till a pet. 
manent scheme could be arranged. 

■The manner in which Mr R. Brown had 
carried out the laying of the pipes for which 
he secured contract No. 8, was then brouglit 
under consideration. In the opinion of some 
of the Councillors, it appeared that a certain 
work had been done by Mr Brown, but that 
it was not in accordance with what was re- 
quired by the Council It was therefore re- 
solved that the account which had been sent 
in by Mr Brown should not be recognised. 

Cr. Jolly proposed, and Cr. Hayes seconded, 
a resolution, which was carried, that the 
pipes be taken from their present position, 
and laid from the race at the upper side of 
the upper culvert, and terminating at the 
present end of the wooden boxes ; the parti- 
culars to be decided upon -by the Public 
Works Committee. 

The Town-clerk was also instructed to tele- 
graph to Queenstown, to order 850 feet of 
boards suitable for boxes, to be forwarded 
immediately. 

ASSESSMENT. 

Tlie assessment book was then laid on the 
table. It returns the property in the town 
at the annual value of about £6800, as com- 
pared with £5600 last year, The assessment 
was allowed, and the rate was fixed, after 
some discussion, at one shilling in the pound, 
Cr Grant alone being desirous of reducing it 
to sixpence.

We cannot help specially directing the at- 
tention of the citizens of Cromwell to the 
letter which, is addressed to the Town . Clerk 
by tlie Under-Secretary at Wellington, in 
the matter , of thq .Mayor’s appointpient as 
a Justice, of tLe Peace. The letter is an 
jinswer - to. one sent by tbe Town Clerk, 
asking tbivt the honour shovi]d be conferred 
upon Mr DAtyitUfS, that, as an almost iii- 
yariablo rule,, has been conferre;! upon tho 
Mayors of. the other municipalities in 
Otago. , It says : “The gentienran elected 
as Mayor' is not necessarily a Justice of 
the Teace, . The Government exercise a 
discretion in tJie matter, and it depends 
Upon , the, jpo.sitfon .and occupation of the 
M^yor 'TC^tbqr he is npjipinted or not.” 
The (ir.st; wntence con.veys information 
which is perfectly well known to ns al- 
ready.. .A Mayor is not necessarily a J u.s- 
tice of the P'iace by virtue of his office, 
but it is,;t f'lct that it has hitherto been 
an .ahnosi invariable rule to njqjoint tho 
person elected to that honoiirabie office. 
One or two exceptions — we think only 
tvyo {leaving out of count one well known 
hotelkeeper wlio lias since advanced to u 
still more honourable jiosition than that of 
J.P.)— have ever been made in Otago; 
and there were circumstances in connec- 
tion with these exceptions which made 
such' omi.ssions easily imderstootl by every- 
body. It would be ungraceful on our part 
to name the persons who were omitted, or 
to. further allude to them. Jt is sufficient 
for ns to remark that special reasons 
existed for their not receiving the lionour. 
Therefore, although the law clous not say a 
Mayor shall be made a J.P., the almost 
universal custom which has hitherto ])ve- 
vailed leads us to expect that he will be 
tiiade one ; and the omission of the 
honour is looked upon as a sign that 
the person omitted is considered, by the 
indiyidiials who, may, for the time being 
have the power of conferring the ajipoint- 
m.q.nt, unfit for the office, and likely to be, 
,to nse j)lain words, a disgrace to the Bench 
of Magistrates. The second sentence 
quoted supplies indeed to a considerablo 
extent the key to the motives which ac- 
tuated, the Goyernment in stepping out of 
tiip vsuar order of things. It says the ap- 
pointment depends upon tho “position and 
occupation of the Mayor.” If the letter 
had, instead, proceeded to say that the fact 
of a man having lived an upright, honest 
life amongst his neighbours for the last ten 
or twelve years, and of his having at the 
same time demonstrated to all men his 
ability to conduct his affairs to a success- 
ful i.ssue, we should have found no occa- 
sion to speak at this moment: Mr Daw- 
kins would without n doubt liave already 
received the honourable appointment. But 
when a man's position and occujmliim aro 
the raaltei'S only considered, it is time for us 
to protest. The amazing factis thatitshould 
be necessary in a coiintiy such as this, 
where the leading nicn in it have filled 
such a variety of offices, from bullock-driv- 
ing and log-splitting and digging, to that of 
conduetiug the highest and most impor- 
tant affairs of State. If a man’s occupation 
alone is to be a bar to his attaining an 
bonouvablo ]>osition, tho sooner we apply 
to tb# Under-Secretary to import a nuin- 
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ber of gontifitjjeo who liavo. no occupation 
to co!h 0 and be Mayors over ua, the better. 
Ct'bmwoll ' baj not the honour of holding 
; One citlictt whom it would elect as Mayor, 
who does not work, hard too,' for 

, )iis living. Citiisana eligible for the office 
in the eyes of their neighbours have, and 
let US- be jiroud ' and thankful to , say it, 
sobie occupation. They are storekeepers, 
Carpenters, blacksmiths, ' pain tera, — nay, 
some are, -dreadful to folate, butchers. 
Nor are the CrdmAveUiten, wo are happy 
to Say/albhe in ^ their" views on this snb- 
jefcfc amongst Otagon towns. At the last 
general election of Mayors, Dunedin re* 
turned a' grocer J Tokoinairiro, a grocer j 
■' Lawrence, a ' storekeeper-} Alexandra, a 
carpenter,; Clyde, a. storekeeper ; Queens- 
town, a storekeeper ; Naseby, a fancy 
■goods dealer; and so on,— every man, we 
see, having an occupation, , Will the Go- 
vernment undertake to say which occupa- 
I tion shall, and which shall not, nnike a 
, man eligible for the office. of J.P., If.thcy 
are pi'cpared to do it, justice demands that, 
they begin with the deletion of the list of 
territorial J ustices of the Peace. The 
. exercise of their discretion (1) in the case 
of the Mayor of Cromwell has not been a 
happy one. ‘ . 

The election which took place oh Saturday 
last for the office of Surgeon to the Dim- 
Rtan Hospital, and which resulted in a tie 
between Drs STnaiNa ana.THQMSON, can 
hardly he allowed to pass without some 
remarks ; . and especially ■when, we read 
with it the lesson conveyed by the result 
of the general meeting of subscribers for 
the. purpose of electing a .new Committee. 
There can ho no doubt th'at personal feel- 
ing has been imported into"' the contest, 
nnd that many rash statement’s have been 
made which will hardly bear investigation. 
Amongst others, some have; been tnkde 
‘ which have left an impression iipoin many 
minds that Dr Stirunti and the' Ho.spital 
Committee were, for .some time before his 
resignation of the office, in a state of an- 
tagonism to each other, and that the Com- 
mittee 'were anxious to get rid of him as 
fiui’geon, Stirusg at the same time being 
by common consent admitted to Ik* the 
most efficient and trustworthy officer wlio 
ever occupied a similar positiop in the 
Dunstau Hospital. It m^ay. be that a feel- 
ing of antagonism has gradually sprung np 
between the Sui-geon and' his feominittee. 
Feelings of that kind will' aWse wlieti the 
' question of salary caiinof lie. mutuhlly 
agreed upon. Rut we altogeth'or refuse to 
lielifive that any personal de.sire to get Dr 
Stirling removed from the management 
of the Hospital actuated one single com- 
naittee-man in accepting the. resignation 
which led to the election now spoken of. 
It appeai-3 to us that the same impression 
prevailed amongst the genera! meeting of 
subscribers on Saturday last,' for they 
unanimously elected, as committee-men 
for the ensiling j'ear, the very men who 
are siiid by some to be anxious for the re- 
moval of Dr Stirling on personal grounil.s, 
and shut out that most injudicious of Mr 
Stiuling’s friends, Mr Naylor, whom we 
strongly suspect to have been the principal 
cause of all the trouble and confusion. 
Why should these men have been re- 
elected, and ill nearly every case almost 
unaiiiinously, if the forty-two subscriber.^, 
one half of whom were Stirling’s staunch 
supporters, had been under the impression 
to any extent that they had treated him 
unfairly 1 ‘We hope to hear no more of 
oppression on the one side and resis- 
tance on the other. If Dr Stirling is re- 
elected, we trusthe will endeavour to pull 
with, not against, his committee; and he 
may rely upon it it will be good for him 
in the long run. The committee have 
enough difficulties to contend with in the 
wav of providing funds, without having the 
ilifficulty of their surgeon, no matter how 
good a man, in a state of passive enmity 
to them. The praises of Dr Stirling’s 
piofessional ability are in the mouth of 
every one who has had anything to do 
with the Hospital, and it. will be well for 
him to accept the refusal of the committee 
to augment bis salary as 'simply an iiiti- 
matioTi of tlieir inability to do so, and not 
as a mark of their hostility. And espe 
daily would we wish to see Dr Stirling 
dissociated (in his public capacity only, we 
mean,) from friends such as Mr Naylor, 
who avowedly looks upon the possession 
of a highly qualified surgeon by tlie Hos- 
pital as another way of bringing business 
to Clyde. The Hospital is a District affair, 
not a Clyde one.

The contract for the erection of police 
quarters at Cromwell has been sconrod by Mr 
William Grant, at the price, wo believe, of £725.

He is now'prooeedilig 
with the work. ■ 

Tho Garrick Range 'Water Supply Com- 
pany recommenced operations on Tuesclqy last. 
About eight men are engaged on that portion of 
the race which passes the well-named Shake-up 
Point. 

We understand that Mr G. W. Goodger 
last Week purchased the shares in the Bannock- 
burn 'Water Kace Company held by Mr Lars 
Peterson.

'We have a letter from our Bannockburn 
correspondent ; hnt as it only reached ns late 
yesterday evening, we are unable to give it iu- 
sertiou in full. It again oails atteution to the 
ueoessity of the Library being changed to a more 
central place than it oconpies at vjre.-icnt. It .also 
speaks of the desire which exists of having a 
bi-weekly mail, and the prjstal arrangements 
generally put on a better foming. Most of the 
miners in the Bannockburn district Lave recom- 
tnencod work for the year. 

The alterations and extensions which 
are in progress at Messrs Goodger and ICuhtze’B 
Swan brewery, are proceeding at a very slow 
rate, in consequence of tlie dilticnlty experienced 
by the enterprising proprietors in lincling hamls 
to do the woi'k. The extensions (sufficiently 
large at first) have assumed while iu progress 
such large proportions, that wo are warranted in 
saying the brewery will compare favourably, so 
tar as size and accommodation go, with several 
buildings of the same description in Dunedin. 

Messrs Barker and Strahan, wo perceive, 
have diverted their water-race to command the 
terrace behind the mail leading p.ast the famous 
Hartley’s beach. They have just begun to sluice 
the lower end of the ground, 'nut they .are much 
hampered in their operations by the necessity im- 
posed upon them of keeping the roadway clear for 
traffic. It can hardly he doubted, however, that 
they will he repaid for all their trouble. There 
is little doubt, also, their oper.ations, if continued 
and successful, will greatly tend to the improve- 
ment of the road itself. 

The election for the office of surgeon to 
the Dunstan Hospital came off on Saturday last. 
The result was, as published in an extra on 
.Saturday afternoon, a tin between Dr Thomson 
and Dr Stirling, — each polling twenty-nne votes. 
M r Stevens, who acted as presiding officer, de- 
clined to exercise his casting vote, A ftcr the 
election, a meeting of suhaenbers w.as held, for 
the election of a new Committee and for other 
business.

L. Simpson, dice-president; G. Facbe, Secre- 
tary ; A. Christophers, Treasurer ; and tho fol- 
lowing as members of Committee, Messrs Beck, 
Auckland, Stevens, Holt, H.astie, Cambridge, 
Chirk, Preshaw (Cromwcil), Bnrke (Backs), 
Coleman (Alexandra), and Greenbank (Dry- 
bread). The general meeting also endorsed the 
.action taken lately by the Committee in tho 
matter of the Surgeon’s 5.ilary, by vesolving

We regret to bn under thn necessity of 

recording another ease of thieving which lias 
taken place in tho townihip.

The robbery took place on Sunday night, or 
early on Monday morning. He w.as staying for 
the time at Mr Dagg’s Dliitha hotel, and ocou- 
pieil a bedroom in company with another man 
whose name wo do not know. The money was 
in his jmeket, and tho watch on tho t,ablo, at 
any rate when ho went to bed, but in the morn, 
ing neither money, watch, nor companion were 
to be seen.

It was then found tliat tho two 
c.al)U-s remaining were not carrying equ.al str.ain, 
and it was while engaged in tightening tho slack 
one that one link in tlie dm in which formed part 
of it broke, and caused tho accident, *m.iking the 
girder heel over anil finally fall into the nver. 
Mr M ‘Oomiick and two of tlio workmen had only 
crossed on tho girder a few minutes before the 
accident took place, so it will be seen that no 
danger in the slightest degree was .anticip.ated. 
Mr il'Cormick and one or two others imme- 
diately set oil down the river, and managed to 
secure the wreck .about a mile below the site of 
the lii idgo. The wreck, of course, will not be 
fit for the original purpose, but may bo made 
useful for planking. Mr M 'Cormiok, we believe, 
docs not sn much regi’et tho actual loss which he 
will sustain by the fall of the girder, although 
that is oousidqrable enough, as he does the li>.ss 
of time wliich will he incnrreil in building one to 
replace it, as be had fully made np his mind 
to have tlie bridge open for tralTio in the month 
of May next ensiling. Tlio wei.ght of the gin! or 
which w.as lost, with gear, Ac., would he between 
twenty ami thirty tons.

The do- 
fence was that an agreement had been entered 
into by most of the men engaged in sheepwaali- 
ami shearing, to serve tho whole of the time 
which mijjlit he required by Mr Loughnati \ that 
if they should leave without permission before 
the work was completed, the money due to 
them would be forfeited. It was aflinitted that 
the present plaintiff had m>t Billed tho agree* 
meut, but it was contended that he was bound 
by the meaning of it, inasmuch that it had beuu 
explairittl to him that lie Waa chi^aged ntider llio 
terms contained in it. It was tliea shown fit 
plaintiff hatl, with several others refused tr> 
work nn New Year’s Pay when reiiuired'by Mi 
Longhnan, and in consequence of such tcfusal 
tho oi>eration of shrepwashinyi had to l>c given 
np. Consequently, it was held that the plain- 
tiff, in' common with the others, who had signed 
the agreement, was not entitled to receive any 
wages. In the course of the evidence, however, 
i Mr Wilson failed to prnve that the terms of :the 
agreemeut had been assented t-o by the plaintiiF ; 
land tho plaintiff himself declared that be was 
jiiat working nn from week to Week, liable to bo 
discharged at the end of a week, and free to go 
at the same time. Jndgmejifc was given fur 
amount claimed, w'ith costs. 

M’Xamara V. SaMB.— (.•|; iim £6, for work 
done at aheopwashing. In thiscasc plaintiff had 
signed agreement to woik tho whtde shearing 
time, the terms of which have ali’CAily been 
given. It was ailmitted by plaint, iff tliat he had 
absented himself from hia work •withont permis- 
sion. hcingnndcr the impression that New Year’s 
Dav was a holiday ou whioli he could not be law- 
fully asked to work, 

His Worship exjd’d nod that, wlt-h tho excep- 
tion of Good Frhlayfl, Oliristtnas Pays, and .‘Mon- 
days, no davs were recognised by the law .os holi- 
ilays, and that, therefore, other hoUdays were 
simply matters of arrangement between the em- 
ployer and servant There were even some do*, 
scripfcinns'liif work which a servant cmdd'not- 
legally refuse to' perform nu a a^Uhday. Ho 
could not help remarking in this case, especially 
when he heam the men had four idle days in tho 
previous week; that the sc.-iroity of labour had a 
good deal to do with this ilisputc. Knowing 8'» 
few men were Becking employment, they a]j- 
peared ti» think that the employer most, do just 
as thev wished bi)n to do. He trusted this fuel- 
ing would soon bo ?ihatcd, aS it would only, iu 
the long run, be injurious to empluyers and cm- 
ployed, vludgraeut for defcmlant.

It is almost too late now to make mention 
of our Caledonian sports, held on the 31st 
ultimo, except to say that they were a great 
success. The different events were well con- 
tested, and ‘the prizes were worth the win- 
ning. I would also congratulate the Com- 
mittee on the successful manner they carried 
out the arrangements. By their skilful 
management, and the aid of a liberal public, 
they have been able to place to the credit of 
the Caledonian Society for further use the 
handsome sum of £10 16s. 6d. The secre- 
tary, Mr A. Moore, deserves to be specially 
mentioned for his indefatigable exertions to 
make all a success. The course he had care- 
fully measured, and the distances of each 
post from starting point he had carefully 
noted. No waiting for settling-np day with 
him ; as soon as the prize was won tlie cheque 
for the amount was duly tendered. 

On Wednesday last, a public picnic was 
held in the Wai Keri Keri Valley, The 
attendance, considering the fineness of the 
weather, and the locality being no great dis- 
tance from the town, was not so la'rge'as 
might have been expected. Those, however, 
who were there evidently had gone with the 
intention of thoroughly enjoying themselves, 
for a more pleasant afternoon it has seldom 
been my lot to witness. During the inter- 
vals which were not occupied in discussing 
champagne, the wine, the cakes, and all 
the other things liberally provided, sports, 
mostly in the shape of foot-races, were re- 
sorted to ; some of which were of a novel 
cast, but all tended to make mirth and 
laughter. Small subscriptions were collected 
to make prizes for different events. While 
the vehicles were preparing for the homeward 
route, a small balance being left in the hands 
of the Mayor, who was treasurer for the day, 
a lady challenged to nin him a fifty yards 
race for the amount. The Mayor could not 
resist the lady’s challenge, but came only off 
second best in the struggle, and so had to 
hand over the stakes. A short speech fol- 
lowed, in which the Mayor complimented all 
for the hearty manner in which they had en- 
joyed themselves, and hoped to see more of 
such social gatherings. Slight whisperings 
were heard that this was only the common 
people's fke ; that they had failed to attract 
the aristocratic body of the place. The 
Mayor answered they were not all missing, 
for he thought ho himself had a right to be 
ranked among the upper ten. 

The election of the surgeon for the Hospi- 
tal having resulted, as everyone is aware, in a 
tie, a fresh eleotioq on a future day is noti- 
fied. This result, seeing that they were both 
local men, were it not for the annoyance of a 
fresh election, is so far satisfactory ; it will 
shew the applicants that they are pretty well 
balanced in public opinion. And I venture 
to predict tliat ultimately it will be no great 
victory. That there should be an election at 
all under the circumstances now seems a great 
mistake, and very few will dispute that, but 
for the part Dr Stirlinglias taken throughout 
the piece, all opposition would be futile ; 
and even the last public announcement from 
his pen does not appear to advantage, but 
leaves the subscribers with the dread of alike 
occurrence staring them in the face. Still, 
tlie fact that otherwise he has given almost 
universal satisfaction is not to be overlooked. 
But leaving the subject of the most fit candi- 
date as being too difficnlt for me to deal with, 
I would just say a word on the mode of elec- 
tion. It cannot be for one moment supposed 
that those forty-two subscribers who voted 
on Saturday can represent the majority of 
the subscribers of such a large district us tlie 
Dunstan H"spital embraces ; and to give an 
equal right to all, it is evident that the Ordi- 
n.anoe requires to be amended, either to give 
a number of polling places for the different 
centres of population, or to authorise voting 
by proxy. Tlte last-named system would be 
the most simple and least expensive, and 1 
can see no good grounds against it ; while 
those in favour, I have not the least doubt, 
will be pointed out by our honourable mem- 
ber when the next Council meets. 



The appearance of the Southern Mercury 
has amused some of the slumbering talent in 
our midst. 'With the programme of the 
Dunstan races heading all advertisements, 
and full play riven to the enlarged imagina- 
tion and the descriptive powers of its Clyde 
correspondent, the district is not likely to 
suffer by being unrepresented in the Mercury. 
Surely, though, the scone of the District 
Judge in the Cromwell street was slightly 
overaone, seeing that there is ,a eapaoious 
Court only a little way off the road, and the 
coach might leave him there as well as in the 
street.

BANNOCKBURtf & GARRICK RANGE 
MINERS ’ ASSOC IATION. 

The usual monthly meeting of the Com- 
mittee of the above Association was held in 
the Schoolliouse, Bannockburn, on Wednes- 
day evening last. , ' 

Tlie members pre.sent were^Mr Smiddy, 
Vice-President, in the chair j Messrs Koch, 
Stewart, Menzios, Moore, Chilton, and Ait- 
chisnn (secretary). 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and confirmed. 

A letter was then read from the President 
of the Otago Miners’ Association anent the 
reduction in the price of gold by the Banks ; 
and expressing his opinion on the resolutions 
passed at the public meeting held at Bannock- 
burn on Saturday evening, the 13th ultimo, 
and also on Mr Colclough's proposal to sell 
only to one Bank. He considers that neither 
resolutions nor proposal will effect the desired 
end, viz., raising the price of gold, although 
he thinks the plan of selling onlv to one bank 
might be tried, to see what effect it would 
have. He states that he has been in commu- 
nication with the Bank of Victoria, proposing 
that they should appoint agencies for the 
purpose of buying gold here, at a fair ad- 
vance on 75s. per ounce ; and says, further, 
that the Central Executive have written to 
the Melbourne Mint authorities, suggesting 
that they should establish agencies in Otago, 
through which parties could send their gold 
to get it coined. That step alone would break 
np the compact between the Banks, by cut- 
ting off the circulation of their notes and de- 
priving them of tlie gold. 

A letter was also read from Mr J. Crombie, 
forwarding his resignation as President of 
the Association, and requesting that the sum 
of 15s. (alleged to be due to him) should be 
paid to.the Dunstan Hospital. 

It was proposed by Mr Aitohison, seconded 
by Mr Stewart, and carried ; “ That the 
Secretary write to the Otago Miners’ Associa- 
tion, suggesting that the different Associa- 
tions unite foi the purpose of forming a Joint 
Stock Bank (under the Limited Liability 
Act), to buy gold and transact other banking 
business ; and asking th'at the Central Execu- 
tive communicate with all tlie other Associa- 
tions, to hear their views on the matter.” 

Proposed by Mr Moore, and seconded by 
Mr Stewart, that Mr Crombie’s letter lie on 
the table for the next six months. — Carried. 

Proposed by Mr Koch, and seconded by 
Mr Chilton, that a general meeting be called 
on the 17tli instant, for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers for the ensuing financial year. — 
Carried. 

Proposed by Mr Kooh, and seconded by 
Mr 5Ioore, that the Secretary write the War- 
den, requesting him to name a day when he 
will visit the Bannockburn, anent mining 
lease applications. 

Should tlie proposal to form a Miners’ 
Bank be carried out by the different Assocta 
tions, it will show coiiclnsively what can be 
done by unity. Instead of getting 75s. per 
ounce for gold, in all probability £4 would 
be given ; and if 30,000 ounces be sold in 
Cromwell during the next twelve months, 
at 6s. per ounce extra, we have the nice little 
sum of £7,500 for Cromwell alone. If it is 
true wliat Mr Bathgate said in the House of 
Representatives, that the combined capital 
used by all tlie Banks in New Zealand did 
not exceed £100,000, surely tlie miners, and 
those depending upon them, can accomplish 
their desired end — viz, getting good value 
for their goli.—Communkated. 



The Marina claim at I.yell baa yielded, 
for the first, crushing, 1364 ounces of gold from 
300 tons of stone. 

At Ballarat, 200 Chinamen were to form 
part of the procession upon the occasion of the 
New Ye.ar’a Day Caleilontan sports, and they 
undertook to perform their part of the enter- 
tainment. Amongst other things which would 
be represented by tliem was to be the form of 
an ima finary interview with the Emperor, and 
other forms and customs of the Chinese Empire.

" The Gold Reduction.^ 

The Mercury replies tp aopia ad verae . criti- 
cisms of its remarks bv the .Star, pn 

the matter of the redaction in the price of 
gold. The Star attempted to show that .^R 
banks should in no way be interfered with by 
the Government. The Mercury says ; — 

The Star impugns the correctness 'of oar 
statement “that in every other country in the 
world the Government fixes the priceof gold, 
and by the aid. of Banks, Mints, and Assay 
offices the price is kept steady)", Yet a littlo 
further on the same writer admits that the 
English sovereign is by law required to be of 
a certain weight, ana to 'Contain a certain 
quantity of fine gold ; .and says further that 
the Banks here are “ not compelled to take the 
gold in the lame way as the Bank of, Englcmd 
is to- receive it.” By whom is .the Bank of 
England required to receive gold at its stan- 
dard value, if not by the Imperial Govern- 
ment? What then becomes- of the Sforis 
allegation, that “ in no country in the world 
does the Government fix the price of gold?” 
Has nut thatstatement a misleading tendency, 
and is it not moreover based on a fallacy 1 

,In point of fact-the price of gold cannot 
fluctoate where facilities are affTorded for con- 
verting the crude metal into sovereigns j and 
it is precisely those facilities that our gold 
producers ask for, and have a right to obtain. 

The phrase “monopoly” seems to have 
given great offence. But a spade is always » 
spade, even though it be called an implement,. 
The engrossers of any markets are monopo- 
lists, and in this sense was the word applied. 
No one will pretend to deny that the power 
of commanding the gold market, so os to 
compel sales below Ihe standard value, con 
atitii tesa tolerably real and effective monopoly . 

The miners of Otago are asking from the 
.(Jlovernment nothing more nor less than they 
are entitled to. They say that a maximum 
price for gold having been fixed, they are 
thereby prevented from getting more than 
that price, no matter what the cost of pro- 
ducing it may be ; and that therefore they 
are entitled to be protected from file combi- 
nations of capitalists, who seek to tower tho 
price. That protection can only be legiti- 
mately afforded by placing within their reach 
the same means of getting the full value of 
their gold as have been provided by iill good 
Governments, without exception. 

The Government of England has not only 
declared what amount of fine gold a sove- 
reign shall contain, but they have also en- 
tered into covenants with the Bank of Eng- 
land, in accordance wherewith “all persons 
may demand from the issue department of 
the bank, notes in exchange for gold bullion , 
at the rate of £3 17s. 9d. per ounce of stan- 
dard gold ; and the Bank is compelled to 
purchase all gold at that price, regardless of 
the amount offered to them, in return for 
whicli they are to give bank notes. For tliis 
gold they receive from the Mint coins at tha 
rate of £3 17s. KHd, per ounce,” So that 
by the aid of the Bank, the Mint, and tho 
Assay Office, the price of gold is kept steady 
in England, as it is in every other countiy 
excepting New Zealand. 

Gold, being itself the stand.ard of value, 
the price of everything is the weight of pre- 
cious metal which can be obtained for it. If 
gold, therefore, is reduced in price, and all 
other articles increase in price at the same 
time, the gold miner is placed at a disadvan- 
tage as compared with other producers. It is 
of this that they complain. Whilst labour 
and everything else has risen in value, gold 
has been subjected to a diminution in its 
value. Therefore, the miners have, through 
their representatives, asked for protection, 
and they have shown to the Government how 
it can be fairly, legitimately, and legally 
given to them. 



The Maerewhenua Dispute. 

The Maerewhenua dispute has assumed 
another phase. It is now in the courts, as 
Messrs Borton and M 'Master have com- 
menced proceedings against .the miners at 
tlie Maerewhenua for the pollution nf the 
river. The damages are laid at £10,000. 
The miners will get Mr Stout to look after 
their interests. Referring to the contem- 
plated legal action, the North Otago Times 
expresses the following opinion: — “As we 
believe it to be one which will eventually re- 
coil upon themselves, while it might at the 
same time do great injury to the mining in- 
terest, it seems in every way desirable that 
some effort should be made on both sides to 
compromise the matter in a way that will be 
satisfactory to both parties. 'This does not 
seem to be so difficult, it we are correctly in- 
formed as to the nature of Messrs Borton and 
M'Master’s requirements. If they merely 
want a supply of clean water for domestic 
purposes all the year round, and for wool- 
washing during four or five weeks of the 
year, it can surely be obtained from a place 
higher up the stream than the point where 
the tailings run into the river, and we be- 
lieve at very moderate cost ; and we think in 
this case the assistance of the Government 
may fairly and re-asonably be asked, in order 
to arrive at a satisfactory settlement. Should 
all attempts at such a conipronuse fail, and 
litigation unfortunately ensue, it will at least 
pl.Tce the miners in the right to this extent — 
that they will have exhaurted all means for 
an amicable settlement before going to law. 
The offer already made by Messrs Borton 
and M ‘Master is regarded by tho miners as 
unreasonable, because it would involve a 
total cessation of work for several weeks ; but 
if tlie plan we have suggested can be carried 
out, this necessity would be obviated, and 
probably at a less cost than in any event the 
legal expenses of a suit in the Supreme. Court 
must amount to."
